Lightly 
pressed the square should measure 
2 in. each way. 

Sizes

to the large size. 

These garments have been specially 
designed for the size range given and it 
is regretted that no adaptations are 
available.

1st row — K.2, ♦ P.1, K.l, rep. from ♦ 
to last St., K.l. 2nd row—* K.l, P.1, 



rep. from * to last st., K.l. Rep. the 
last 2 rows 5 times more, then 1st row 
again. 

Next row — Rib 2 [4], (inc. in next st., 
rib 7) 3 times, inc. in next st., rib to end 
(33 [37] sts.). 

Change to No. 9 needles, join in L. and 
work in patt. as follows: — 

1st to 4th row— In L., starting with a 
K. row, work 4 rows in stocking 
stitch. 5th row — In M., * P.1, keeping 
yarn at front si. IP., rep. from ♦ to 
last st., P.l. 

6th row — In M., P. 7th row — In L., * 
K.l, P.l, rep. from * to last st., K.l. 

8th row — In L., P. 

9th and 10th rows — In L., work 2 rows 
stocking stitch. 11th to 14th row — In 

M., as 1st to 4th. 15th row — In L., 
K.2, * h.y., K.3, rep. from * to last 
3 sts., h.y., K.2. 16th row — In L., P. 

17th row — In L., K. 18th row — In L., 
P. 19th to 22nd row — As 5th to 8th. 

Break M. 

Continue in L. in stocking stitch until 
Front measures 4J [5] in., ending at 
side edge. •* 

Shape raglan as follows: — 

1st row — Cast off 2 [3] sts., P. to end. 

2nd row — K. to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., 
K.l. 3rd row — K.l, P. to end. Rep. 
2nd and 3rd rows 2 [3] times more (28 
[30] sts.). 

Join in M. Next row— In M., * P.l, keep- 
ing yarn at front si. IP., rep. from * to 
last 4 sts., P.l, K.2 tog., K.l: Next 
row — In M., K.l, P. to end. Break M. 

Next row— In L., * K.l, P.l, rep. from 
* to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. Next 
row— In L., K.l, P. to end. Rep. 2nd 
and 3rd shaping rows until 16 [18] 
sts. remain, ending at front edge. 

Shape neck as follows: — 

Next row — Cast off 6 [7] sts., K. to last 
3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 

*** Still dec. at raglan edge as before, 
at the same time dec. 1 st. at neck 
edge on next 3 rows. Continue dec. 
at raglan edge only until 2 sts. remain. 

Work 1 row. K.2 tog. and fasten off. 
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Needle sizes quoted throughout this booklet are 
UK: equivalent Metric sizes are Nos. 3 mm for 
ll,3imm for 10 and 3| mm for 9.

2nd row — P. to end. 

3rd row — K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K. to end. 

4th row— P. to last st., K.l. Rep. 3rd 
and 4th rows 2 [3J times (28 [30] sts.). 

Join in M. Next row — In M., K.l, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., P.1, ♦ keeping yarn at 
front si. IP., P.1, rep. from ♦ to end. 
Next row — In M., P. to last st., K.l. 
Break M. 

Next row — In L., K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.l., 
* P.1, K.l, rep. from * to end. Next 
row — In L., P. to last st., K.l. Rep. 
3rd and 4th shaping rows until 16 [18] 
sts. remain, ending at front edge. 

Shape neck as follows: — 

Next row — Cast off 6 [7] sts., P. to last 
st., K.l. Complete as Right Front 
working from *** to end. 

BACK 

With No. 1 1 needles and M., cast on 
59 [67] sts. and work 13 rows in rib as 
on Ri^t Front. 

Next row — Rib 1 [5], (inc. in next st., 
rib 10) 5 times, inc. in next st., rib to 
end (65 [73] sts.). 

Change to No. 9 needles, join in L. and 
work rows 1 to 22 of patt. as on Right 
Front. Break M. Continue in L. in 
stocking stitch until Back matches 
Fronts at side edge, ending with a P. 
row. 

Shape raglans as follows : — 

1st and 2nd rows — Cast off 2 [3] sts., 
work to end. 3rd row — K.l, K.2 tog. 
t.b.I., K. to last 3 sts., K.2 tog., K.l. 

4th row — K.l, P. to last st., K.l. Rep. 
3rd and 4th rows 2 [3] times more (55 
[59] sts.). 

*♦ Join in M. Next row — In M., K.l, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., ♦ P.1, keeping yam at 
front si. IP., rep. from * to last 4 sts., 
P.1, K.2 tog., K.l. Next row — In M., 
K.l, P. to last st., K.l. Break M. 

Next row— In L., K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.l., ♦ 
•P.1, K.l, rep. from * to last 4 sts., 
P.I, K.2 tog., K.l. Next row — In L., 
K.l. P. to last st., K.l. •• 

Rep. 3rd and 4th shaping rows until 
21 [23] sts. remain, ending with a P. 
row. Cast off. 

SLEEVES 

With No. 1 1 needles and M., cast on 33 
[37] sts. and work 13 rows in rib as on 
Ri^t Front. 

Next row— Rib 1 [3], (inc. in next st., 
rib 9) 3 times, inc. in next st., rib to 
end (37 [41] sts.). 



Change to No. 9 needles, join in L. and 
work rows 1 to 22 of patt. as on Right 
Front, at the same time shape sides by 
inc. 1 st. at each end of 3rd, 9th and 
19th of these rows. Break M. 

Continue in stocking stitch in L. inc. 

I st. at each end of next and every 
following 4th row until there are 51 [57] 
sts. Work a few rows straight until 
sleeve seam measures 5i [6i] in., 
ending with a P. row. 

Shape top by working rows 1 to 4 of 
raglan shaping as on Back. Rep. 3rd 
and 4th rows 2 [3] times more (41 [43] 
sts.). Work as Back from ** to ♦*. 

Rep. 3rd and 4th shaping rows until 

I I sts. remain, ending with a P. row. 

Next row — K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.l, 
sl.lK., K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.l, K.2 tog., 
K.l. Next row — K.l, P.5, K.l. Next 
row — Sl.lK., K.2 tog., p.s.s.o., K.l, 
K.3 tog. Next row— K.l, P.1, K.l. 
Cast off. 

MAKE UP AND BANDS 

With wrong side of work facing, block 
each piece by pinning out round edges, 
and press following instructions on the 
ball band. 

Using a flat seam, join raglans. 

Neckband: With right side facing. 
No. 11 needles and L., knit up 16 [19] 
sts. up right front neck, 3 sts. from 
right sleeve, 21 [23] sts. from back, 3 
sts. from left sleeve, 16 [19] sts. down 
left side of neck (59 [67] sts.). Break L. 
Join in M. 

Next row — P. Starting with a 2nd row 
work 5 rows in rib as on Right Front. 
Cast off evenly in rib. 

Button Band: With No. 11 needles and 
M., cast on 9 sts. and work in rib as 
on Right Front until Band flts up front 
edge, when slightly stretched. Cast off 
in rib. 

Buttonhole Band: Work to match 
Button Band but with the addition of 
7 buttonholes, 1st to come 1 in. up 
from lower edge, last in centre of 
Neckband and remainder spaced 
evenly between. 

First mark position of buttons with 
pins on Left Front for a girl. Right 
Front for a Boy to ensure even 
spacing, then work buttonholes to 
correspond as follows: — 

1st row — (Right side facing), rib 3, cast 
off 3 sts. flrmly, rib to end. 2nd row — 
In rib casting on 3 sts. over those cast 
off. 

Sew on bands. Using a flat seam for 
ribbing and a flne back-stitch seam for 
remainder, join side and sleeve seams. 
Press seams. Sew on buttons. 



Leggings 

RIGHT LEG 

** With No. 11 needles and M., cast 
on 67 [75] sts. and work as follows: — 
1st row — K.2, * P.1, K.l, rep. from * 
to last st., K.l. 2nd row — * K.l, P.1, 
rep. from * to last st., K.l. 3rd and 
4th rows — As 1st and 2nd. 5th row — 
K.l, * yarn round needle, P.2 tog., 

K. l, P.1, rep. from * to last 2 sts., yarn 
round needle, K.2 tog. 6th to 10th 
row — In rib. ** 

Change to No. 9 needles and work 2 
rows stocking stitch, starting with a K. 
row. 

Shape back as follows : — 

1st row — K.12 [18], turn. 2nd and alt. 
rows — P. 3rd row — K.l 8 [24], turn. 

5th row — K.24 [30], turn. Continue in 
this way working 6 more sts. on every 
alt. row until the row “K.54 [60], 
turn” has been worked. Next row — P. 

Work 2 rows across all sts. 

Continue in stocking stitch inc. 
1 st. at each end of 3rd and every 
following 8th row until there are 77 
[85] sts. 

Work straight until leg measures 8 [9] 
in., measured at shorter edge, ending 
with a P. row. 

Shape leg as follows : — 

Cast off 3 [4] sts. at beg. of next 2 rows. 

Dec. 1 st. at each end of next and every 
alt. row until 33 [35] sts. remain. Work 
straight until leg measures 6 [7] in. 
from cast-off sts. measured at centre 
ending with a P. row and dec. 2 sts. 
evenly across on last row on large size 
(33 sts.). 

With No. 10 [9] needles, work ankle 
patt. as follows: — 

Work rows 1 to 18 of patt. as on Right 
Front of Jacket but using L. in place of 
M. and M. in place of L. Break M. 

Starting with a K. row, work 2 rows in 
stocking stitch. 

Next row- K.l, (K.l, y.fwd., K.2 tog.) 
10 times, K.2. Next row— P. 

Divide for foot as follows: — 

1st row — K.26, turn. 2nd row — P.10, 
turn. Work 10 rows on these 10 sts. 

Break L. 

With right side facing, starting where 
16 sts. were left, using same needle and 

L. , knit up 10 sts. along side of foot, 
K. across 10 top sts., knit up 10 sts. 
along other side of foot, Anally K. 
across 7 sts. (53 sts.). 

Continue with foot as follows: — 
1st row — In L., P. 2nd to 11th row — 
Work rows 9 to 18 of patt. as on Right 
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Front of Jacket. Break M. Next 2 
rows— K., thus forming a ridge. Next 
row— K. Nextrow- P. **** 

Shape foot as follows: — 

1st row — K.3, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.l, 
K.2 tog., K.21, K.2 tog.t.b.l.. K.2, 
K.2 tog., K.l 8. 2nd row — P. 3rd row — 
K.2, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.l. K.2 tog., K.19, 

K. 2 tog.t.b.l., K.2, K.2 tog., K.17. 

4th row— P. 

Cast off. 

LEFT LEG 

Work as Right Leg from ** to 

Change to No. 9 needles and work 
3 rows stocking stitch, starting with 
a K. row. 

Shape back as follows : — 

Next row— P.12 [18], turn. Next and 
every alt. row — K. Next row — P.18 
[24], turn. Continue in this way 
working 6 more sts. on every P. row 
. until the row “P.54 [60],” has been 
worked. 

Next row— K. to end. Next row— P. 
across all sts. Work as Right Leg from 

***to ♦♦♦. 

Divide for foot as follows : — 

1st row— K.17, turn. 2nd row— P.10, 
turn. Work 10 rows on these 10 sts. 
Break L. 

With right side facing, starting where 
7 sts. were left, using same needle and 

L. , knit up 10 sts. along side of foot, 
K. across 10 top sts., knit up 10 sts. 
along other side of foot, K. across 
16 sts. (53 sts.). Work as Right Leg 
from***Mo****. 

Shape foot as follows : — 

1st row— K.l 8. K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.2, 
K.2 tog., K.21. K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.l. 
K.2 tog., K.3. 2nd row — P. 3rd row — 
K.17. K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.2. K.2 tog.. 
K.19. K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.l, K.2 tog.. 
K.2. 4th row — P. Cast off. 



TO MAKE UP 

Press as for Jacket. Join front and back 
seams, then inside leg and foot scams. 

Press scams. 

With right side facing, fold sole at 
ridge row and using L., stitch all round 
through double fabric to outline edge 
of sole. Cut elastic to fit waist and slot 
through holes at waist, join ends. 
Using L., make 2 twisted cords and 
lace through holes at ankle. Using L., 
make 4 small pompons and attach 
1 to each end of cords. 

Helmet 

EAR FLAPS (2) 

With No. 1 1 needles and M., cast on 6 
sts. and work as follows : — 

1st row— (Wrong side), inc. in first st., 
K. to last 2 sts., inc. in next st., K.l. 
2nd row— K. Rep. the last 2 rows 6 
times more (20 sts.). 

Continue straight in garter stitch 
until flap measures IJ in., ending with 
right side facing for next row. Slip sts. 
on a length of yarn. 

MAIN PART 

With No. 11 needles and M., cast on 
10 [11] sts., K. across sts. of one Ear 
Flap, cast on 45 [47] sts. for Front, K. 
across sts. of second Ear Flap, cast 
on 10 [11] sts. (105 [109] sts.). K. 5 
[7] rows. 

Change to No. 9 needles and work 
rows 1 to 22 of patt. as on Right Front 
of Jacket. Next row — In L., K. Next 
row— In L., P. Next row— In L., K.2 
[4], (K.2 tog., K.12 [7]) 7 [11] times, 
K.2 tog., K.3 [4] (97 sts.). 

Next row— In L., P. Work rows 1 1 to 
16 of patt. as on Right Front. Next 
row — In L., (K.IO, K.2 tog.) 8 times, 
K.l (89 sts.). Next row — In L., P. Work 
rows 9 and 10 of patt. as on Right 
Front. 



Shape crown as follows: — 

1st row — In L., (K.9, K.2 tog.) 8 times, 
K.l. 

2nd row— In L., P. 3rd row— In L., (K.8, 
K.2 tog.) 8 times, K.l. 4th row— In L., 
P. Break L. 5th row — In M., (K.7, 
K.2 tog.) 8 times, K.l. 6th and every 
alt. row — K. 

Continue in this way dec. 8 sts. on next 
and every alt. row until 17 sts. remain. 
Thread yarn through remaining sts., 
draw up and fasten off securely. Do 
not press. Join seam. Using L., make a 
pompon and attach to centre of 
crown. Using M., make 2 twisted 
cords and attach 1 to end of each Ear 
Flap. 

Mitts 

With M. and No. 10 [9] needles, cast 
on 35 sts. and work IJ in. K.l, P.l rib 
as on Right Front of Jacket, ending 
with a 2nd row. Join in L. 

Next row — In L., K.2, * y.fwd., 

K. 2 tog., rep. from * to last st., K.l. 
Next row — In L., K.l, P. to last st.,K.l. 
** Work rows 5 to 8 of patt. as on 
Right Front of Jacket. Next row — In 

L. , K. Next row — In L., K.l, P. to last 
st., K. 1 . Rep. last 2 rows once. * * 

Work from ♦ ♦ to * * once. Break L. 
Work a few rows straight in stocking 
stitch and M. until work measures 3i 
[4] in., ending with a P. row. 

Shape top as follows: — 

1st row— (K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.12, 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.l. 2nd, 4th and 6th 
rows — K.l, P. to last st., K.l. 
3rd row— (K.l, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.IO, 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.l. 5th row — (K.l, 
K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.8, K.2 tog.) twice, 

K. l. Cast off. 

TO MAKE UP 

Press as for Jacket. Join seam. Using 

L. , make 2 twisted cords and lace 
through holes at wrist. Using L., make 
4 small pompons and attach 1 to each 
end of cords.
